Aids Workshop 



"Risk factors for AIDS and sexual behaviour of University students" 
is the title of a joint research project by Drs. Joseph Levy and Andre Dupras, 
Department of Sexology, UQAM, and Dr. Paul Cappon, Vice-president, 
Academic, Laurentian University. 

This research project sets out to study certain behaviours prevalent in 
the age group to which the majority of university students belong, to assess 
the extent to which such behaviours may involve exposure to the risk of 
AIDS, and to elucidate the psychosocial factors which may motivate change 
in such behaviours. The ultimate goal is to help to put in place AIDS 
prevention measures specifically suited to the behaviours of this population. 

The students of five universities, i.e. the four in Montreal and 
Laurentian, participated in this research project and completed about two 
thousand questionnaires. 

At Laurentian University, the gathering of data was carried out in the 
Spring of 1992 with the help of six research assistants, and with the 
cooperation of more than 500 anglophone and francophone students who 
agreed to answer the 226 questions on the questionnaire. The time that 
elapsed between data collection and the presentation of the results is largely 
due to the enormous mass of data collected. 

The topics covered by the questionnaire are quite varied and include 
questions on sexual activity, perception of AIDS , search for strong emotions, 
localization of control centres for health, fear of death, use of tobacco, 
alcohol and drugs, political attitudes, attitudes toward the family, and many 
more. These are preceded by socio-demographic questions in order to do a 
breakdown according to important variables such as sex, age, mother tongue 
and civil status. 

These questions should make it possible to test a set of seventeen 
hypotheses, e.g. that the frequency of sexual behaviour involving the risk of 
AIDS is higher among men than among women, or again that risky sexual 
behaviours are accompanied by greater use of drugs, alcohol and tobacco 
during sexual activity, or that such behaviour is associated with a greater fear 
of death. 

Although analysis of the data has not yet been completed, it is already ! 
possible to point out some risk indicators for AIDS : 1) use of drugs and 
alcohol during sexual intercourse; 2) control or absence of control of sexual 
impulses; 3) age at first occurrence of sexual intercourse and 4) search for 
strong emotions. 

These factors have to be weighted according to the variables of age, 
sex, mother tongue and civil status, in order to produce a fairly accurate 
picture of the behaviours of the different groups making up Laurentian 
University's student population. This is what will come to light at the 
meetings with Joseph Levy and Paul Cappon. 

The findings of the study will be reported at a special presentation for 
students on Tuesday October 4th at 3:00 PM in the study lounge of the 
Student Centre. The panel will be jointly chaired by Heather Bishop and 
Marcel Rouleau and will include: Dr. Joseph Levy (Universite du 
Quebec a Montreal), Dr. Paul Cappon (Vice President Academic), Dr. 
Edward Najgebauer (Director, Health Services), Dr, Ross Paul (Presi- 
dent). 

All students are welcome, and we hope you will come out to hear 
about this important study on AIDS and ask questions. 
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The safer choice for safer sex.

Fucking 

* Use a latex condom ("rubbers", 
"bags") with lots of water-based 
lube. Lubes containing a sperm- 
killing chemical called non oxynol- 
9 kill HIV in case the condom 
breaks. But lubes with nonoxynol- 
9 should only be used with a latex 
condom, never instead of one. 
Natural membrane condoms, also 
called "skins" (kile Fourex), won't 
protect you. They have tiny , mi- 
croscopic holes in them that HIV 
can pass through. 

* Crisco, hand lotions, baby oil or 
Vaseline can cause latex condoms 
to break in minutes. Stick with 
water-based lubes, like KY and 
ForPlay. 

* For extra protection, you may 
want to pull out before coming, or 
wear two rubbers. Some guys say 
two rubbers increases sensitivity. 

* Whether you're on top or bottom , 
use condoms: HTV can infect the 
fucker as well as the fuckee.

I spent this past summer as 
a youth outreach worker for Ac- 
cess - The AIDS Committee of 
Sudbury. I talked about, read about 
and probably most of all, thought 
about AIDS all summer long. I met 
people who had AIDS , people who 
were HIV positive and some who 
had recently lost someone to AIDS . 



Seriously, it was a 
tough haul, but 
didn't even COM- 
PARE to the sum- 
mer before. From 
May to August 
1992 I spent my 
time worrying and 
agonizing over my 
friend Dave, who 
was in the hospital 
with AIDS related 
illnesses 
(lymphoma, liver 
disease, you name 
it). Finally the 
worry and concern 
over him all ended, 
as he died in early 
August. Then 
came all the real 
shit and if you've 
ever had anyone 
close to you die, 
you know what the real shit is. If you 
haven't, quick knock on wood. 

People in Northern Ontario 
tend to believe that they aren't at risk 
for AIDS or HIV. They think that a 
smaller community isn't susceptible 
to the big mean ills of epicenters like 
Montreal or Toronto. Let me dispel 
that myth with one word: Wrong.

The 14th annual 'Take Back 
the Night" walk was held 
last Thursday night, com- 
mencing with a rally at the Steel 
Workers Hall on Frood St. I was 
there, not only to take pictures, but to 
support what I thought was the spirit 
of the event. 

I was under the impression 
that the idea behind the now tradi- 
tional walk was to send a message to 
all the twisted members of our soci- 
ety, that decent people deserve the 
right to walk the city streets without 
fear of being raped, harassed, or as- 
saulted. And so, though I was ex- 
pecting it, I was still disappointed to 
hear the M.C.'s announcement be- 
fore the walk began. 'To all the men 
among us, I would like to thank 
you for supporting us, but the walk 
will be for women and children 
only."

Over the past century, coun- 
tries have gone to war to fight for 
world freedom, and until recently, it 
was the men of society who repre- 
sented these nations.

One 
by one, women came 
up to share their sto- 
ries and tell why they 
were marching that 
night There are some 





stories that were 
not told, however, 
and I would like 
to share them with 
you. 

After the rally, 
I joined some 
friends at one of 
the local estab- 
lishments, and it 
was here that I ran 
into a member at 
the Y where I 
work. Sitting at 
the bar, glass in 
hand, this young 
man was sporting 
a black eye and a 
very swollen jaw. 
I didn't know him 
all that well, but 
curiosity over- 
came me and I 
asked how he had 
arrived at his 
present state. The 
young man took 
his drink in his 
hand, raised it up 

to his lips, took a couple of sips, and 

then he told me this story: 

*7 went down to that walk for 
the women to be safe in the streets 
tonight. My girlfriend is really into 
that stuff. I stuck around for the big 
meeting and even waited 'till they 
had finished their mar eh so that I 
could walk her home. She had some 
work to do, so I dropped her off and 
started home. 

J don't know how long they 
had been following me, but it must 



have been a while because (hey knew 
I had been at the march with Jenn. 
They didn't say much, but in between 
the kicks and the punches, I heard 
stuff like, "He must be a fag if he's 
going to women' s rallies.' and, 'Who 
says the streets or en t safe anyway? ' 

They didn' t do too much dam- 
age I guess. The eye will go down in 
a couple of days and ribs should be 
alright soon. V ve gotten tagged a lot 
worse on the field" 

The young man didn't report 
this to the police, and the damage 
done to his body wasn't worth going 
to the hospital over, but there are 
those who weren't quite as lucky. 

I was getting some things to- 
gether Friday afternoon when a friend 
of mine from L.O.C.S. called. "Sorry 
I didn't make it out with you guys last 
night. My grandfather was in the 
hospital, so I went to stay with him. 
He was on his way to the corner store 
last night to get some bread and a 
lottery ticket and someone jumped 
him. They must have been after cash, 
because they cleaned out his wallet 
and left his watch. What really sucks 
is that he went through all that over a 
lousy five bucks." 

The old man will be alright. 
Once his leg heals, he'll certainly be 
able to walk without too much pain. 
The question is, when and where will 
he want to walk. 

But these are only stories, and 
couldn't happen. The streets are safe 
men. It is only the women and chil- 
dren who need to fear. It is only the 
women and children who need to 
take back the night.

This column is based on questions 
asked of the Amiable Librarian. If you 
have a question, why not fill out a sheet 
near the entrance to the JJ4. Desmarais 
Library or better yet, come into the li- 
brary and seek the Amiable Librarian out. 

Question: I am new here. What's the 
fastest way of finding out how the li- 
brary works? 

Reply: Believe it or not, this is not a 
potted question. The Amiable Librarian 
is getting it every day now. The simple 
answer: Drop into a library workshop. 
This coming week (20-24 Sept.), you can 
take a tour of the library or learn about the 
on-line catalogue in one of these 50 minute 
sessions. In later weeks if you want to 
bone up on periodical articles or public 
documents as well as figure out how to 
use CDs and the Internet then turn up for 
workshops on these topics as well. The 
workshops are offered in both languages 
and at a variety of times so there should 
be a place for you . By the way t there is no 
limit to the number of workshops you can 
come to. A copy of the complete sched- 
ule of workshops is available for you to 
pick up near the Amiable Librarian sign 
at the entrance of the Library. As Ross 
Perot says, 'It's that simple". 

Question: Where can I find a diction- 
ary? I found the English-Sanskrit dic- 
tionary, the English to Yiddish diction- 
ary, even the dictionary of carcino- 



gens. What I need is a plain ordinary 
Oxford English Dictionary for quick 
reference. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian is mysti- 
fied why you are hav ing problems. If you 
check out the on-line catalogue under 
Titles (Oxford English Dictionary), you 
should be able to find the volume you 
want. Alternatively, if you didn't care 
whether you got Oxford or not, you could 
find a dictionary by checking the Subject, 
looking under the heading ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE^— DICTIONARIES. You 
might also be interested to know that you 
can always get a dictionary working on 
the third floor of the library by going to 
the Public Documents information desk 
and there is even one in the stacks waiting 
to be borrowed — an OED no less. 

Question: Perhaps I am in error, but it 
seems that a disproportionate amount 
of French books are being bought, es- 
pecially in the sciences. A lot of newer 
books (1990+) are French while we 
English are stuck reading outdated 
science texts. That spells academic 
doom. 

Reply: The Amiable Library suspects 
that francophone students would not agree 
with you especially in the sciences and 
engineering where very few French texts 
are even available to be purchased. In 
fact, the library *s acquisitions budget re- 
flects the relative proportion of 



anglophones to francophones at the uni- 
versity, with the result that more books in 
English are bought 

Question: Students should not be al- 
lowed to sleep in chairs in the magazine 
section. These chairs could be put to 
better use. It looks absolutely ridicu- 
lous. 

Reply: The Amiable librarian loves to 
agree with everyone; that is how the 
moniker "Amiable" was acquired. At the 
risk of offending you however, in this 
instance, the Amiable cannot agree. Stu- 
dents sometimes get tired, and thanks to 
the peace and quiet that normally per- 
vades the library, they doze off. As long 
as you do not find them snoring, the 
Amiable hopes you will leave them un- 
disturbed. 

By the way, thanks for mentioning 
the magazine section. That is located on 
the main floor, behind all the photocopi- 
ers (which, based on previous experi- 
ence, will be the topic of several ques- 
tions to the Amiable Librarian this year).

Future of Athletics Programs Decided

Readers last year may re- 
member the furor over the announce- 
ment that several athletics programs 
would be canceled. The following is 
the decision made by those in charge. 
Women's indoor hockey and 
women's field hockey have been 
eliminated. Men's and women's curl- 
ing have been eliminated. Men's ice 
hockey will be maintained as a var- 
sity sport through this season, and 
may continue only after "...proven 
mechanisms in place (in January 17th, 
1994) to produce an ongoing annual 
budget sufficient to support the team . " 
The following was added to 
the list of varsity sports, assuming 
they get past the budget process and 
receive the approval of the Board of 
Governors: Women's soccer will be 
added for the 1995-96 season and the 
team will be able to compete as a club 
for the 1994-95 season. Women's 
volleyball will be added after wom- 
en's soccer. Finally, a full-time posi- 
tion of Associate Director of Inter- 
collegiate Sports in charge of mar- 
keting will be created for this year. 
As the acting sports editor, I 
can't hel p but editorialize. I laud the 



administration for 
adding women's 
soccer and volley- 
ball, but I must re- 
proach the school for 
placing the hockey 
program in a con- 
tinual case of crisis. 
It would be nothing 
but a disgrace if a 
hockey program 
were to be lost at a 
northern Ontario 
university.
